A third speaker — one 
whose remarks will be heard with 
exceptional interest, in view of 
the series of articles by Sierra 
Madre’s business manager, AI S. 
Myers, recently published in THE 
NEWS, will be A. R. Arledge, 
chief assistant to E. S. Scatter- 
good, head of the Los Angeles 
Bureau of Light and Power. 

Mr. Arledge was a recent 
speaker at the Wistaria Gardens, 
in one of the Sunday night 
"round table” discussions, and all 
who heard him then will be eager 
to hear him again. He will dis¬ 
cuss particularly the financial 
and social aspects of the Metro¬ 
politan Water District’s vast en¬ 
terprise. 

Following the time alloted to 
these speakers there will be an 
ample period devoted to questions 
and general discussion. 

A free and open discussion of 
all public questions, it is an¬ 
nounced, is the main purpose of 
all Forum meetings, and to this 
end everyone is urged to give 
full co-operation. 

In the series of meetings imme¬ 
diately to follow throughout the 
year, the Forum management has 
secured the services of Bruce 
B. Johnson, radio commentator 
and lecturer on economics and 
political philosophy.

Postoffice 
Clerks Are 
Suspended 

Local Employes Face 
Prosecution As Result Of 
Inspectors Inquiry 

Investigation by postal inspec¬ 
tors of Irregularities in the Sier¬ 
ra Madre postoffice extending 
over more than a year have re¬ 
sulted in the suspension of Mrs. 
Florence Wicks, assistant to the 
postmaster, and Emile Smith, a 
clerk next in authority to Mrs. 
Wicks. Both have been in the 
postal service here for many 
years and have been highly re¬ 
garded in the community. 

The whole postoffice staff had 
been under suspicion for months 
by inspectors who claim to have 
sifted the responsibility down to 
the suspended employees. All 
other clerks and carriers have 
been absolved of any complicity 
in or responsibility for the irregu¬ 
larities. 

Postmaster R. O. Caukin is¬ 
sued a formal statement last 
night that explains the situation, 
he said: 

"Mrs. Wicks and Mr. Smith 
were suspended from duty De¬ 
cember 28th, on authority of the 
postoffice inspectors who had in- 
, vestigated irregularities in mail- 
i ings originating at the Sierra 
Madre office. It is well known in 
the postal service that inspectors 
are constantly on watch for evi¬ 
dence of mistreatment of mail 
. matter and loss of postal revenue. 

, In this case they observed indica¬ 
tions of use of already used and 
’ canceled stamps on parcel post 
, mailed at this office. 

"Following up the case, the in¬ 
spectors located responsibility 
’ upon the regular clerks in the 
1 Sierra Madre office, who had used 
I stamps of large denominations 
taken from incoming mailings to

i annual Tournament of Rosea, 

; loyal Sierra Madreans yelled thern- 
i selves hoarse for sheer joy. For 
jit was the first time that Sierra 
j Madre has captured such a cov- 
j eted prize. 

The float in a preferred posi¬ 
tion in the parade directly behind 
! the Burbank Sweepstakes winner 
float—was seen by more than 1,- 
250,000 people in its journey 
through Pasadena, and was des¬ 
cribed and commented upon by 
radio announcers over three na¬ 
tion-wide hookups, pictured in 
news reel releases to be shown 
in the theatres of the county, 
and included in thousands of 
j booklets sent east by visitors and 
i residents, thus making an untold 
| number of people Sierra Madre 
conscious. The float which is esti- 
i mated by the committee to have 
j cost around $500, has brought pub- 
I licity to the city that many 
thousands of dollars could not 
buy. 

Designed by Alfred James 
I Dewey from a theme suggested 
! by his wife Gallic, the float "The 
j Girl of the Golden West” depicts 
! the spirit animating the west. The 
j “Girl,” Miss Julia O’Grady, 17- 
j year-old blonde, stunningly gowned 
in w’hite satin, is shown emerg¬ 
ing from a huge golden poppy, 
that is being opened by tw-o 
fairies, Grace Jensen and Patricia 
West, frocked in diaphanous blue 
tulle. Two cherubs, LaVonne Bab¬ 
bitt and Phyllis Steinbach spread 
the 16-foot veil of white rose 
petals, candytuft and chrysan¬ 
themums. over the body of the 
float, which is of yellow candulas 
and pom-poms. They too, are 
dressed in blue tulle costumes 
designed by Chadsey of Pasadena. 

The float \ s one of the most 
spectacular a 1 most admired in 
the entire parade and outbursts 
of applause followed it along its 
line of march.
